EARTHQUAKES.

The rmnf Sonth American Shocks In

r nonn, nnd Senthern Pern.

The Pannma Mail of the 8d inst. contains the
following: —

From the west coast of South Amerlen the ne
tolligence in connection with the prediction of
the German metronomer, Falb, is more startling
then we were prepared to expect. From alinbsy
every part of the coast of Pern we hoar of a
succoselon of earthquakes, which, in polngof
frequency and force, are only socond o the ap-
pnl]ling convultions of August, 1808, AL Arica,
on the 10tk ult,, not less than forty shocks' of
earthquake occurred within the twenty-four
honrs, canging extrame terror to the inbabltants,
and obliging many to flea from the city (o the
interfor. On the night of the 20th, at 10460,
o terrific movement of the earth 00K place,
nlmost rivaling the fearful shocks of [nst year,
Later, during the same night and the following
morning, legs violent shocks occurred at frequent
intrrvnﬁ. accompanied by snecessive sublerra-
neous nolses, which struck additional alarm into
the alrendy terrified people, Up to the lagest
date (the £2d ult.) Arics and the surrounnding
country wing In an almost perpetunl slate o
movement, either oscillatory or undulatory, and
more than half the familles had fled w the neigh-
boring valleys,

The city of Tacua, bealdes experiencing an
Incredible number of earthquakes previous to
the 20th, was, on the night of that dey, visited
by a glmilnr shock to that which ook place at
Ariea ten minntes later, The citizens fled o
the public squares and ok refnge In the
widest streets, orocting temporary huts in
which to awalt with compuarative safety the
threatening sequel to the previous alarming in-
dications.

At Tarnpacn and Tguique earthgnakes had beon
nlso unusnally numerous and severe, cansing the
same exeestive terror and alarm among the in-
habitants, Arequipa, also, among the many
enrthquakes it has lately chronicled, makes par-
tieulnr mentton of three  unusundly  violeot
shovks on the night of the 20th, rivaling in
force, so says the Bolaa of that clity, the convul-
slons of the memorable 185th of Angust, 1808,
There, ns In Islay and nearly every Pernvian
city and seaport, the utmost terror provalils,
ehused principally by the Inquietude of the
enrth, but intensifed by the prognostications
of Falt, which are to n certain extont
sidered by many to be partindly verified, not-
withstanding the slight discrepancy of dites,

Much alarm has been occasioned in Limo and
Unllao by the news of earthquakes from the sen-
sorts and eities of Southern Peru, but up to the
mel dntes no very conslderable shocks had oc-
curred nt either place. Nevertheless, much of
the constermation prevalent in the South s shared
by the inhabitants of the capital and its port,
so much so that many, including foreigners, are
making ]'l'clmmtimm to be absent at the tme
that M, Falk's predictions are expected to be
verified. It is observable that notwithstanding
the vielence of some of the numerous shoeks of
carthquake which hove recently taken place In
Peru, no corresponding movement of the sen
hns ocourred similar to that of 1888, In the
sonthern ports of Chill, however, notably Talea-
huano and Tome, the tides for three or four
days wore observed to be in a most nnsettied
gtate, running in and ont wmost irregularly, and
receding and advancing as muoch as two or three
times within an hour,

Two Murdorers Disposed of nt Short Notice,

We lately published o despatch announcing
the particilars of the shooting at Portage, Wis-
consin, of n man named Britt by another named
Epain, and the immoediate ]mm:ltt;.'; of the latter
by the Impuhwu. We have now to state the ad-
ditional horror that, on the same evening, o mob
entered the County Jall, at the same place, and
icl'f.cd a rufflan named Wildrick, and bhauged

im.

The history of this affair is one of terrible in-
terest, and may be briefly stated thos:—"Two
years ago an old man named Gates left Portage
city, with his wife, some #2300 In money. and
some furniture, in two boats lnshed together.
At night they lnnded, built a fire, and lay down
to gleep,  Durlng their slegp they were attneked
by desperadoes, who took the money, outraged
the person of Mis. Gates, and so terribly heat
the old man that they thoughty he was dend.
For this crime Wildrick wns arrested: but
by legal delays has succeeded in having his
trial postponed from time to thme. It was
fixed for October next—the witness ngainst
him being the old man Gates. When the
cage was up last, Spain, who was attorney
for Wildrick, used lapgunge for which he was
assaulted by a citlzen. Spain since then has
carried a pistol for the purpose of shooting this
person, but, getting into a quarrel with Briu,
used it upon the latter, killing him. For this
the mob banged Spain. While this was going
on, the news was received that the old man
Gates, who lived in an adjoining town, aud
whoso testimony wounld have convicted Wildrlek,
had beon murdered to get him out of the way,
wheroupon the mob hanged Wildrick. Of the
actors in the affair, Gaes, Wildrick, Spain, and
Britt were murdered—two of them by the mob,
It is rorely that, in a small village, such u ¢com-
bination of trogodies happens within the space
of thirty-six hours.

Maossacres in Wyoming Territory,
From the Onahe Republican, Sept, 17,

The followlng g a copy of an official despatch
from Colonel James 8, Hrisbin to Major-ticneral
C. C. Avugur, commanding Department of the
Ploate, received In this city yesterday, giving the
detalls of a battle on Bnake River Heservation,
in Wyoming Territory, between a company of
ciavalry and 100 Sioux Indians, and also of the
massacre of three white men on the North Fork
of Wind River. There seems to be a simulia-
naous uprising of the Indlans throughont the
Northwest, and we fear a general Indian war 12
Inevitable:—

“TIBADQUARTERS UNITRD STATRS FORORS, SNAKE
TvER, INDIAN HESERVATION, Sepl, 14, —Major-Gene-
ml O, O, Augur, commanding Department of the
Platte: —Yesterday morning elght Tndians, supposed
to be Shoshones, appeared on  the binMs below this
camp. 1 immeaiately sent out D Company, 4 Cav-
alry, and when a little beyond the bluits they were
attacked by about one hundred Sloux warriors, The
company made & good fght, snd deave the Indinns
off, kllling two aud wounding 4 oumber. Our loss
Was two  men wounded, snd  one horse Killed and
nine captured. The settlement on the North Furk
wis attacked, and Mr, Skinner, Mr. Cogurn, and one
man whose pame 8 unkoown were killed, and M,
Williams seyerely wounded. No news from Little
Wind viver., The cavalry have gone over.
